Jolliest Man in Coiwpauy I 
Writes Another Letter. 


Corporal Lou Foelty.cr has written 
aDother interesting^ letter to his broth* 
er, H. A. Foclt/.er. 
As paper U a 
scarce articlo in Cuba he wrote the 
letter on the back of a letter which 
Corporal Cieorge Sehairer rccclveU 
from bis sister.

by the French am bassador.

n atu re of the answ er w as can only be 
conjectured a t this stage, the secretary 
of state, at the conclusion of the confer­ 
ence, m akin g the form al statem en t th a t 
nothing w hatev er could be .said on the 
subject. 
The conference lasted an hour 
and 
tw enty-five 
m inutes. 
This 
p ro ­ 
longed discussion w as believed to indi­ 
cate th a t the Spanish a n sw er w as not 
satisfacto ry in all resuects, though in 
Just w h a t points it fell short of m eeting 
the expectations of the president it is 
impossible to say. 
It w as felt by the 
observers th a t h a d the a n sw er lieen a 
complete acceptance of our term s the 
result would have been made public. 


How the .Situation Is Fif(ured. 


On the other hand it would be a strained 
inference to conclude th a t the answ er 
w as u n satisfactory entirely, for in th a t 
case—according to the president’s s ta te ­ 
m ent heretofore m ade—his offer would 
have been definitely w ith draw n and the 
w ar resumed w ith greater energy than 
before. 
It would seem th a t there could 
scarcely be a good reason in this case 
for withholding the result of the confer­ 
ence, 
On the whole It Is ra th e r to be 
concluded th a t a middle result was ob­ 
tained; th a t Spain was found to have 
attached certain conditions to her a •- 
ceptance of the president’s term s, bu t 
that the la tte r w as not disposed to r e ­ 
gard the Injection of the new m a tte r as 
suiiiclent In Itself to w a rra n t an Im m e­ 
diate term ination of th e peace negotia­ 
tions. 


A nother Guess at th e Doeninent. 


According to this view the president 
has taken exception to some of the 
Spanish conditions, bu t ha.« allowed a 
last opportunity for them to be w ith ­ 
draw n or modified. 
Tlie reply of the 
Spanish governm ent is understood to be 
a document embraclnir about 1,200 words. 
It bears the signature of the Spanish 
m inister of foreign affairs and Is said to 
be divided Into five points or heads: 
nam ely—Cuba. P orto lilco, L adrone isl­ 
ands, occupation of 
Manila, and 
a p ­ 
pointm ent of a commission, which are 
treated In the order nam ed.

The question of the possible mortali­ 
ty among tliose cnMUgi^’d in military 
operations is ono of great interest just 
now to insurance companies iu Ameri 
ca, and efforts have ijeen made to learn 
the proportion of the losses to the total 
number of troops in the American civil 
war. It appears that the number of en­ 
listments (reduced to a three years’ 
basis) is estimated at 3,320,27!^, and 
that tho mortality is summed up as fol­ 
lows: Killed aud died of wounds, UO, • 
070, or 47 per 1,000; died of disease, 
324.580, or 97 per 1,000; died from ac» 
oident and all other causes. 24,782, or 
11 per I.OOOi total, 359,526, or 156 per 
1,000 for the three years' term.
